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-v „ ORTH HIGH'S enrollment is rapidly approaching the capacity 
of the present building. Already there is one more teacher in the 

O faculty than there are recitation rooms. This extra teacher is 
obliged to pass from one room to another wherever there chances to be a 
vacancy during the particular hour of her class recitation. This is very 
inconvenient and not very profitable. The present enrollment has reached 
44 ( >- It is expected that the next school year will push it up to 500, the 
building's capacity. 

This emphasizes one thing and that is the immediate necessity of con- 
sidering an addition to the present structure. The citizens of North Des 
M nines should get together and ask the board and tax payers for such ad- 
dition. It could be attached to the north end of the present building, should 
be up-to-date, and large enoufh to include an auditorium commodious 
enough to seat seven or eight hundred students. A number of recitation 
rooms, a domestic science room and additional space for manual training 
should also be included in the structure. 

The time is ripe for action. North High has earned a permanent place 
in the city's educational system, and should receive for its development its 
just proportion of public funds. It is said that "Opportunity knocks but 
once at every door." Will North Des Moines citizens and North High's 
alumni let this opportunity go by unheeded?
